H ARRISBURG (A P )-T w o con 
troversial bills to place migratory 
labor controls under the Agricul 
tore Department received Senate 
approval Monday night after long 
and heated debate. 
A bill which would strip the La­ 
bor and Industry Department of 
its present pow'er to regulate mi­ 
grant labor programs was ap­ 
proved by the Senate 27-21. A 
companion measure, to set up 
controls under the Agriculture De­ 
partment, was approved 26-22. 
Both of the measures now go to 
the House. 
"If there is anything resembling 
return to the ways of feudal­ 
ism. then this legislation is it," 
asserted Sen. Charles R. Weiner, 
Democratic floor leader. 
The Philadelphia Democrat said 


1 Sen. Harry E. Seyler (D-York) 
began the discussion by question­ 
ing the constitutionality of en­ 
forcement provisions under the 
proposed new system. 
Seyler said he was informed by 
Harrington Adams, chief deputy 
attorney general, that constitu­ 
tionality of the enforcement sec­ 
tion is questionable because no 
standards are stated

A score of excursions brought to 
Gettysburg many thousands of 
people who came to witness the 
dedication of the Regulars’ monu­ 
ment and to see the President of 
the United States. A kindly sky 
sheltered all from the burning 
rays of a summer sun and the 
weather for the day was ideal 
Many states were represented in 
the delegations which visited this 
place on Monday. Virginia, Dela­ 
ware, New Jersey, Maryland and 
West Virginia all sent hundreds 
to our historic town while many 
more thousands came from var­ 
ious parts of the Keystone state 
The Western Maryland Railroad 
brought 11,000 to Gettysburg on 
Monday, the Reading, 3.000, auto­ 
mobiles are estimated to have 
brought 1,500 while great crowds 
drove and many more were here 
for several days before the dedi­ 
cation. 
President Taft, accompanied by 
his

P. 
Taft, 
Secretary Carpenter, Hon. Daniel 
FL 
Lafean, 
several 
newspaper 
men and secret service detectives 
arrived here in Mr. Taft’s private 
car at IO o’clock in the morning 
on the Western Maryland. 
All of the 2,000 Regular Army 
soldiers present acted as an es­ 
cort to the Old Veterans and 
presidential party for the day. 
The parade passed out Baltimore 
street and through the National 
Cemetery. 
The president and his party and 
the veterans then proceded to the 
site of the dedication. A veritable 
sea of people pressed close about 
the stand from which the Presi­ 
dent spoke. 
President Taft read his speech 
which was very brief, and re­ 
counted deeds of the 
Regular 
Army at 
Gettysburg, 
in other 
battles of the Civil War and at 
all other times when their serv­ 
ices were required. 
He made an earnest plea for 
the maintenance of an efficient 
standing army. 
Secretary of War J. M. Dickin 
ton follow tni the President. Hon. 
Mr, Dickinson referred in glow 
mg terms to the valor displayed 
by the men of the Southern Con 
fedracy who fought at Gettysburg.

Denied Interview 
This writer, who worked 
In 
Louisiana 14 years, knew both 
brothers and, although I met them 
years apart, the first meeting 
with each showed some of the 
similarity between them. 
What 
they said was not meant for the 
ears of little children. 
In 1927. one week after I had 
found a job on the New Orleans 
Item-Tribune and 
before 
Huey 
Long had become nationally fa­ 
mous. the city editor told me to 
run down to a hotel and ask Long 
what he was doing in town. I 
asked who he was. 
The city editor said: “Oh. he’s 
just another one of those candi­ 
dates for governor.** What he 
didn’t tell me was that Long and 
the Item-Tribune were nasty ene­ 
mies I went to the hotel, called 
Long on the house telephone, I 
told him I was a Reporter from 
the Item-Tribune and wanted to 
see him. 
He shouted into the phone: "A 
reporter from the Item-Tribune. 
I wouldn’t talk to a reporter from 
that----------- newspaper if it was 
the la st-----------newspaper in the 
world. That ---- newspaper 
is to newspaper work what the 
red light district is to the city.’ 
Twelve years later, although 
had seen Earl Long many times. 
I went to a downtown hotel to in­ 
terview him for the first time. 
Gov. 
Richard 
Leche. 
over 
whelmed by the developing Lou­ 
isiana scandals at the time and 
-non to he sent to the penitentiary 
for his part in them, had just re 
"igned and Earl Long, lieutenant 
governor, had succeeded him and 
was going to run for a full term 
on his own in the 1940 elections. 
Repeats Brother's Performance 
I w’as then with The Associated 
Press, which took no sides in 
Louisiana politics. But I went to 
the hotel with a reporter from the 
Times Picayune, which did, and 
which had been a foe of the Long 
machine for years. We knocked 
on Long’s door. 
He came out, glared at the 
Times Picayune man. said: “Who 
are you What do you want” 
The reporter told him what paper 
he was from. Long let go at him 
and his newspaper in language 
which couldn’t 
be printed 
but 
which 
made hilarious retelling 
when we got back to our offices. 
Yet this writer followed Gov. 
Long around Louisiana in the bit­ 
ter winter of 1939-40, when he was 
campaigning for a 
full 
term, 
which he didn't get, and his en­ 
ergy and endurance were fantas­ 
tic. 
All Day Campaign 
He would start out to make 
speech at 7 a.m. and wind up 
at midnight. He would travel all 
•lay through icy rain and talk in 
the cold and downpour without hat 
or overcoat, As I remember it, 
every other member of Long’s 
ticket went down with influenza or 
pneumonia before election day. 
Not Long, 
I never saw any rough stuff 
around Earl. But Huey walked the 
earth surrounded by men whom 
his friends called bodyguards. His 
critics called them gunmen. They 
made a hobby of beating up news­ 
papermen. Once they fractured an 
Associated Press photographer's 
skull with a blackjack. 
In the end they weren’t able to 
save Long from what he dreaded 
mo>t: sudden death.

Count Teacher Units 
It's a complex formula but, 
basically, the money is intended 
to be given to school districts on 
tile basis of need. Tile Legislature 
took the portion that the higher 
the value of real estate in a par­ 
ticular school 
district the less 
need it has for state aid. 
Instead of counting individual 
teachers as was once done, the 
formula counts the number of 
pupils and calls that a teaching 
unit. For elementary schools, the 
teaching unit comprises 30 stu­ 
dents; for secondary schools. 22. 
In 1945, the lawmakers fixed the 
maximum amoung of state aid per 
teaching unit at $1,800. less a cer­ 
tain amount that by the formula 
is tied into real estate values and 
an arbitrary figure designed to 
represent the local effort to meet 
the cost. 


Cost* Clim b Faster 
That maximum is now up to 
$5,800 and, for the first time in 14 
years, frozen unless the 1959 Leg­ 
islature changes it. Poor districts 
get as much as 93 per cent of 
that figure for each teaching unit. 
A few— very few— get as little as 
IO per cent. 
But actual costs of education 
have climbed even faster than 
state subsidies. Prior to World 
War II, it cast the taxpayers 
about $120 a year to educate each 
child in Pennsylvania's school*. 
Now the cost is $438. 
Johnny or Susie used up about 
SI 47 in textbooks in 1940. In 1959, 
the same item costs about $5 
Their teacher received an aver-
